Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The 1 12 second paragraph rejection to claims 1 and 5-12 have been withdrawn 
in view of the amendment to claim 1 .

3. Claims 1, 5-12 are allowed.

5. With respect to claims 1 , 5-12, the allowability resides in the overall structure of 
the device as recited in independent claim 1 and at least in part because claim 1 recites 
structural details (sectional members, etc.), as well as the relationships therebetween, 
which are not taught by the art of record. 
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The aforementioned limitations in combination with all remaining limitations of 
claim 1 are believed to render said claim 1 and all claims dependent therefrom (Claims 
5-12) patentable over the art of record.
